Writing on this subject in the W 
Irish... Times, ‘tbe Poultry 7 
' Correspondent says :— 7 

(he shape and: appearance of eggs have for 
many years been thought to show the 
sex. ng-shaped eggs are supposed to 
produce cocks and round ones pullets. 
The absurdity of this is evident from the 
fact that all hens lay the same shaped 
eggs continually, so that, according to 
this theory, one lien would produce 'all 
— and another all pullets, which we 
now is not so. Another theor 
exploded is that of the air wu ae 
termining the sex. It was supposed that 
if this am space at the large end of the 
egg was-exactly in the centre cocks were 
produced, but if at the side it meant 
pullets. A .few years ago a device was 
invented . called the sexometer, which 
many people say they have found correct. 
We have known strange coincidences in 
some of .these theories, but we stil] 
believe that there 1s no ‘known method 
whereby the sex of the egg can be dis- 
tinguished before incubation with 
certainty. 


Some fifteen years ago there appeared in one 


of the poultry journals a theory on this 
subject, which seems to have some truth 
in it, but, we fear very few would have 
the patience to follow it up. It is built 
on the supposition that sex is inherited 
from the female alone, and that we can 
bas a strain of pullet- breeding hens 
xy carefully selecting for breeding pur- 
poses the hens that are found to = uil 
the most pullets from their eggs. By 
hatching only from these eggs and watch- 
ing the: result, eliminating: all the hens 
whose eggs are found to produce 
cockerels, m time, this theory ¢laims, a 
line can. be bred which will produce 
without fail at least nine pullets to ev ery 
twelve chickens.

DERRY ELECTIONS, 
INDICATIONS OF THREE- 
CORNERED CONTESTS. 

The present indications are that there will 
be three-cor need contests in each of the two 
divisions into’ which Derry City has been 
divided. The Nationalists have selected Mr. 

J. M‘Carroll as candidate for the Foyle 
Division, which comprises the West and 
South Wards and the Liberties on the 
Donegal side of the river, and the Unionists 
have, as already stated, similarly selected 
Senator E. 8. Murphy as candidate for the 
City of Derry Division, which is made up 
of the North, East, and Waterside Wards 
and the. rural areas on the County Derry 
side of the Foyle. 

Labour has not announced any candidates, 
but has declared its intention to put up men 
for both constituencies. In that event it 
is understood the Unionists would fight the 
Foyle Division also and the Nationalists the 
City of Derry, and three-cornered contests 
would seem inevitable in each. 

The county is divided into three divisions, 
in one of which, Mid-Derrv, the Nationalists 
have a considerable majority. It is expected 
that Mr. George Leeke, M.P., will be the 
Nationalist nominee for this division,

HER STRANGE, EVENTFUL HISTORY. 


a aan 
(By “L. H. B.”) 5 


S OMEONE—Lytton or Disraeli, I think 
—in alluding to Byron’s death, 
aoa of the fatal thirty-six. Peg 

offington lived to be thirty-itine, but, 
so far as the public was concerned, she 


was dead three years before, and so she. 


may be reckoned among those ‘for whom 
the fatal period meant finiss The 28th 
March commemorated her death, and, 
though her last sleep is beside the 
Thames, it was néár the banks of our own 
Liffey that she Was born, and on its very 
quays that chance brought her into 
touch with a circumstance that shaped 
her career. .. 

On a wild October night in the year 
1727 a wretthedly-clad child of seven 
laboured along’ Ormond quay, under the 
burden of a piteher.of water, which the 
storm made it-all the harder for her to 
carry. Our streets were dimly lighted ‘in 
those old days, and battered by wind and 
rain, and perhaps frightened of the dark, 
the child tookshelter in a doorway. To 
Violante, the 
French tight-rope dancer, touched by com- 
passion, followed the shivering child, and 
there, amid the turmoil of the. elements, 


Peg Woffington ma$-be said to have taken. 


the first step towards the heights to 
which she was to climb, so easily and so 
quickly. 

The child’s beauty and _ alertness, 
touched another chord beside that of 
sympathy in the woman, and, as the 
strangely met pair walked along. the 
gloomy quays, to what the child called 
home, Madame Violante began to discover 
an apt and promising pupil in the chatter- 
ing youngster. So it came about that in 
a very short time little Peg was dancing 
and singing her way into the affections of 
the audience that patronised the booth in 
Fownes court where Madame Violante 
performed on the tight rope, to the 
wonder of the onlookers. Yet wonder, 
when it becomes familiar by repetition 
has a tendency to fade away, and what 
at first attracted gaping crowds failed 
in a short time to “ draw ” sufficiently to 


pay expenses. 
“THE BEGGAR'S OPERA.”’ 


Madame was a woman of resource, and, 
finding her acrobatic tricks no longer a 
crowd compeller, she cast about for a 
substitute, and happily lit upon the idea 
of giving Dublin its first acquaintance 
with ' The Beggar’s Opera.” Gay's 
lively work was just then fascinating 
London, and its fame had made sufficient 
stir in Dublin to invest the approaching 
performance, even though it was to be by 
a company of children, with keen interest. 
A larger booth in George’s court had been 
secured, and to a crowded andience the 
play was given, with Peg in the part of 
Polly. 

Her success was instant, and, young as 
she was, experienced playgoers and dis- 
cerning critics noted her as one whose 
stage progress it would be worth while to 
watch. Peg was ambitious, and even then 
showed an earnestness in the trivial parts 
which from time to time were given to her. 
The true actor, or actress, deems no part 
too insignificant for the best he or she 
can put into it, and so it was with Peg. 
She never considered it lost time, or 
beneath her, to make the most of what 
might be little more than a walking on 

art, nor did she chafe because her name 

ad no showing in the play-bills. That 
would come by and by if she was worthy 
of it, and to become worthy was her aim. 
Her opportunity came when she was seven- 
teen years old. ‘‘ Hamlet’’ was billed for 
performance at the Dublin Theatre Royal 
in Aungier street on the 17th February, 
1737, and when the actress cast for the 
part of Ophelia fell ill, Peg, with charm- 
ing audacity, offered to take her place. 
Elrington, the manager, at first -leughed 
at the idea, but, after hearing Peg recite 
passages from the play, he accepted her 
and her name was inserted in the posters. 

Peg’s life story was known to Dublin 
playgoers, and the fact that she was a 
child of the streets, who sold oranges and 
salad, did not prevent them from admiring 
her talents on the stage. The news spread 
that she was to be the Ophelia. and a 
packed house waited with curiosity to see 


‘how she would deport herself in a tragic 


réle. The curtain that fell on that night’s 
performance was, as it were, a boundary 
dividing her past and her future. The 
singer and dancer, and the actress of 
minor parts, belonged to a time gone by: 
the girl of seventeen had begun the career 
of stage triumphs that was to last as long 
as she was able to appear on that stage. 
Dublin coffee-houses and drawing-rooms 
had a fresh subject of conversation, and 
the new Ophelia found herself famous. 


FATE TAKES A PART. 


For some two years she delighted Dublin 
theatre-goers, and then fate took a part 
in the business of her life. Peg was 
clever, but. she was beautiful as well, and 
it was not her acting alone that helped to 
fill the house when she played. No eyes 
followed her graceful movements on the 
stage more warmly than those of young 
Taaffe, whose twenty-seven years had not 
in any way cooled the ardour of his Celtic 
nature. With him admiration rapidly 
became passion, and the pursuit was head- 
long. The result might be guessed. 
Together they left Ireland, and for a while 
the dream of delight lasted unbroken. 

In London Peg watched others of her 
craft acting on the stage of the theatre, 
and gradually became aware that, on the 
nearer stage of domestic life, she was 
watehing another actor, who seemed to be 
tiring of his part. The expected marriage 
hung fire. - Disillusionment came speedily, 
and with it.came the longing for the stir 
and excitement of her life as an actress. 
On the 6th November, 1740, when she had 
just passed her twentieth birthday, Peg 
Woffington made her débit at Covent 
Garden, in the part of Sylvia, in “ The 
Recruiting Officer.’’ That troublesome 
son of Chowne IL, Frederick Prince of 
Wales, was one of the brilliant crowd that 
saw her repeat on a London stage the 
triumph she had achieved in Dublin in a 
different réle. ' 

Ia May, 1741, her name was on the play 
bills of Drury Lane. It is worth recalling 
that she was the Nerissa in “ The Mer- 
chant of Venice’? on the night when 
Macklin’s defiance of convention in mak- 
ing Shylock a serious, instead of a comic, 
part, drew from Alexander Pope, who was 
present at the performance, the couplet— 

This is the Jew 
That Shakespeare drew, 

When, in the early summer of 1742, it 
was announced that Peg and David 
Garrick were coming to Dublin, excite- 
ment in her native city became intense. 
On the 15th June of that year she ap- 
peared at Smock Alley Theatre in 

arquhar’s comedy, ‘The Constant 
Couple,” and gave those who could re- 
member the Sir Harry Wildair of her 
"teens an opportunity to compare it with 
her maturer representation. The verdict 
was one of unqualified approval. On the 
18th June she was Anne to Garrick’s 
Richard IIIf. Dublin audiences were more 
emotional then than now: for we read that 
women shrieked at some of the more mov- 
ing incidents of the tragedy. It is note- 
worthy that during this engagement 
Garriek first essayed the part of Hamlet, 
and before a thronged house achieved a 
triumph. 


QUEEN OF HEARTS.

Garrick, who was in the wings, said as 
she passed him: “ Ah, Peg, you are the 


queen of all hearts.” There was a note of + 


sadness in her voice as she replied: “ Aye, 
Davy, but not the legal mistress of one.” 
_The year 1751 saw Peg back in Dublin, 
engaging with Tom Sheridan, father of the 
more famous Richard Brinsley, for a 
season at Smock alley Theatre. For this 
she received four hundred pounds, which 
was considered handsome pay at the time; 
and -in the following year it was 
increased to eight hundred pounds. 
The Duke of Dorset had been newly 
appointed Viceroy, and with great cere- 
mony he opened Parliament in College 
Green in October, 1751. It was an 
unusually brilliant season even for Dublin, 
where lavish entertainment made the 
capital famovis even outside Ireland. On 
the 5th October “the celebrated Mrs. 
Woffington, from the Theatre Royal in 
Covent Garden,” played the part of Lady 
Townley in “ The Proecbed- ‘Husband,’ 
supported by Tom Sheridan, Theophilus 
Cibber, Mrs. Bland and others. A fort- 
night later, by command of the Duke and 
Duchess of Dorset, she repeated the per- 
formance. 


VANISHED SPLENDOUR. 


Command night was an important event 
in the Dublin season, and its theatre- 
loving citizens were as eager as those of 
the Court circle to be present on the 
occasion. To read the description of the 
bustle and excitement in the streets, the 
block of carriages, the arrival of the 
Viceroy with his prancing escort of 
cavalry, thrills even after the lapse of 
nearly two centuries. Scarlet cloth was laid 
down from the Viceregal coach to the 
theatre door, where Sheridan and Cibber 
stood bare-headed, with candles in their 
hands, to receive their Graces and conduct 
them to their boxes. The scene in the 
theatre was one that evokes a sigh over 
vanished splendour. The Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, in his scarlet cloak of office, was 
in the special seat in the arena, 
surrounded by an illumination of wax 
candles. In the boxes were those whose 
beauty and distinction we guess at from 
the portraits in our own and other picture 
galleries. Lady Gormanston, whose eyes 
of deepest blue and hair like the raven’s 
plumage, were the talk of the town, Lady 
Grandison, with her crown of golden locks, 
the bright, vivacious Hon. Mrs. Butler, 
who knew everyone on and off the stage, 
and a host of other beauties of the day, 
made the occasion a memorable one. 

Among the men Lord Trimleston’s 
scarlet coat, frogged with gold, caught the 


‘eye, while in quieter purple and silver 


Viscount Molesworth did not escape obser- 
vation. Lord Howth, following his sport- 
loving instincts, was dressed like a groom 
and wore a coachman’s wig, while Captain 
Debrissay looked the eccentric he was in 
clothes of the time of Charles IT. Count 
Taaffe, whose son had cheated her of 
marriage, was there too, and it may be 
that, as Peg saw him, her surroundings 
were forgotten and the brief dream of un- 
realised happiness came back for a disturb- 
ing moment. Be that as it may, it was a 
great night for her, and we are told that 
her cheeks flushed crimson with pleasure 
at the reception given to her. ‘* Her 
heauty beggared all description’’ was the 
testimony of a rival. 


THE ONLY THEME. 


Later in the season Peg’s playing of the 
heroine part in six Shakespearian dramas 
drew from the Countess Orrery the 
admission that in or out of the theatre the 
lovely actress was the only theme. 

What a city it was, this old Dublin of 
ours, in that gay eighteenth century. Mrs. 
Delany was making the dinner table at 
Delville a memorable meeting-place for the 
wits of a brilliant. period. The Gun- 
nings, as poor as they were lovely, were 
lodging in Capel street, and were creating 
a sensation in Viceregal and other circles 
by their début at Coui,, though it was not 
known that the clothes they wore were 
from the wardrobe of the kindly-hearted 
Peg, whose lodging was directly opposite 
to theirs. Sheridan had ‘founded the 
Beefsteak Club, and at the opening dinner 
Peg Woffington was elected president. 
The club speedily became fashionable, 
and was the resort of the liveliest spirits 
of the day until suspicion began to attach 
to the political sentiments of its members. 
The theatre was at the time the place 
where a good deal of public feeling 
showed itself, and as Sheridan was the 
founder and manager of the club he was 
made the target. The trouble grew, till 
at last the theatre was wrecked and 
performances ceased. In the autumn of 
1754 Peg left Ireland never to return. 

She was in the zenith of her powers as 
an actress, and her popuwarity with 
London playgoers had not suffered by her 
absence. For three years she played to 
audiences that never showed the least 
lessening of their admiration for her 
talents. These talents were always at the 
service of such as needed help, and it was 
in aid of a charity that she took the part 
of Rosalind on the stage of Covént Garden 
on the night of May 17th, 1757. The 
house, as was always the case when she 
played, was crowded, and the first four 
acts of the delightful comedy showed her 
at her best. In the fifth act she com- 
plained of illness, and by the time when 
she reached the epilogue her distress was 
evident. When she came to the well- 
known ‘‘ If I were among you, I would 
kiss as many of yow as had beards that 
pleased me,” she faltered. Then, pulling 
herself together, she got three more words 
gut, when, pressing her hands to her side. 
she cried out in agonised terror, “ Oh, 
God! Oh, God!’ and tottered to the 
wings, where she would have fallen but 
for the help of those who rushed to catch 
her. 

She lingered for three years, and then 
on the 28th March, 1760, she took her 
final exit from the stage of life, and the 
curtain was rung down not to be raised 
again. A tablet in Teddiggton Church 
records that ‘‘ Near this Monument lies 
the body of Margaret Woffington, 
pan, born 18th October, 1720, who 

eparted this life 28th March, 1760, aged 
39 years.’’

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A Dublin Water Famine 


A Water Famine. 


Out for a walk on tlie northern edge 
of Dublin in yesterday afternoon's 
summerlike weather (writes a correspon- 
dent) I encountered scores of children 
carrying water in buckets, kettles, jugs 
and all sorts of utensils. “I asked some 
of the youngsters what it meant and 
learnt that—for the third time in two 
months—the water supply had been cut 
off from the North side of the city. And 
when I asked them where they were 
getting the emergency supplies, to my 
horror they answered: ‘‘ From the canal, 
sir’ 

Later I heard that there had been a 
burst somewhere in Parnell street (miles 
away), and that there was no drinking 
water available from 8.30 a.m. until 8.30 
p.m. In the meantime those with boilers 
or geysers drained them for cooking, 
washing and shaving and, in the case of 
boilers heated by coal fires, had to do 
without that particular fire (which is 
usually in the kitchen or living room). 

Really, if it is going to take twelve 
hours to mend a burst, some arrange- 
ment will have to be made for an 
auxiliary pipe line system. One shudders 
to think of the effect of a prolonged 
shortage of water from the sanitary point 
of view, apart from the perils of drinking 
canal water,

Children s Reading. 


“What do- children 
1,000 young people in the . Children’s 
Section of the Bethnal Green Public 
Library answered the question the other 
day when they were asked to state which 
six books, out of the 15,000 at their dis- 
posal in the Library, they would select 
if they had to spend a year on a desert 
island. 

The result, says the Librarian, was 
‘curious and somewhat unexpected.’’ The 
twelve volumes which secured the highest 
votes were the following :—‘‘ Robinsgn 
Crusoe,’’ 292; ‘‘ Treasure Island,” 223; 
“The Coral Island,” 134; “ The Pilgrim’s 
Progress,’’ 90; ‘‘ Swiss Family Robinson,” 
90; “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin,’’ 90; ‘* David 
Copperfield,’’ 81; “ Little Women,” 65; 
“Tom Sawyer,’’ 54; “ Robin Hood,” 49:

Not much sign of “ modernity ” in these 
children ; they are as “ Victorian”’ as their 
grand-parents. ‘‘ The range of titles sent 
in,” says the Librarian, ‘‘ shows that the 
children have a very real knowledge of 
books.”

The Decay of Politeness. 


I remember noticing in County Cork a 
pleasant example of good manners on the 
road.

k Speaking of Mr. David Sears’s play, 

Juggernaut,’’ which is having a success- 
ful run at the Gate Theatre Studio, 
a friend from India tells me that 
there is more fiction than fact in 
the legend which attributes the most 
terrifying blood sacrifices to the god 
Juggernaut and his car. His temple 
is a remarkably well-preserved twelfth 
century pagoda in the seaport named after 
him, also called Jugantha and Puri, a 
favourite health resort on the Bay of 
Bengal. There are thre- images in the 
temple and each has its own car at the 
chief annual festival which fall in July, 
just as the rains «re beginning to come 
down. Juggernaut’s own car is the 
largest in the procession and is a slow- 
moving and cumbersome vehicle forty-five 
feet high, with sixteen wheels, each seven 
feet in diameter. 

He is an incarnatio:r of the god 
Vishnu, and is first mentioned in history 
about 318 A.D., his name signifiying Lord 
of the World. 

The actual distance travelled, my 
friend says, is only about a mile, but the 
heavy red sand, the throng of a hundred 
thousand pilgrims, and the awkwardness 
of the cars, make it a tedious affair. Bur 
there is little or no ground for the 
accusation that Jugyvernaut’s car festival 
is the occasion for rumerous cases of self- 
immolation. No doubt accidents bave 
occurred and sometimes fanatics mar have 
thrown themselves under the wheels. But 
there is no such thing as blood-sacrifice 
to the god, and violence and bloodshed in 
the temple would be regarded as pollution. 
Juggernaut is a god of social equality and 
limitless compassion. Nobody but a 
Hindu is allowed to enter his temple ; but 
once inside it, all distinctions of rank 
and privilege are set aside and pariah 
is on equal footing with brahmin. Local 
tribesmen are hereditary drawers of the 
cod’s car, and thirty-six different orders 
attend to liis service, headed by the local 
Rajah, proud of holding for many genera 
tions the office of Jugzernaut’s sweeper. 


Season CGickets. 


A friend recently showed me two cards 
by which, if other proof was wanting, he 
could tell the year of his father’s birth. 
The cards were issued by the Dublin 
and Kingstown Railway Company as sub- 
scription (season) tickets from Westland 
row to Rock: the first—No. 916—covered 
the six months from October, 1843, and 
the other was for a similar period from 
October in the following vear. Both the 
cards wear the wax seal of the Dublin 
and Kingstown rail road, and are signed 
“Jn. Pim. jun., Treasurer.’’ The age of 
the subscriber can be proved by the en- 
dorsement on the earlier issued card, 
“under twenty-one years of age.” [I 
wonder what the authorities had 
for identifying the passenger as a minor. 

The second card bears no such endorse- 
ment, and this should be proof that the 
holder reached manhood in that year. 
The railway, which was the first in Ire 
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land, had been at that time just ten years 
in operation, and it is interesting to read 
the conditions made and the privileges 
given by the company, which warned the 
passenvers that it “does not hold itself 
responsible for any interruption that may 
take place in the intercourse along the 
railway, or that there shal! be 
room in the first class carriages at any of 
the stations.”’ 


Privileges. 


The season ticket holders of eighty-five 
years ago enjoyed more consideration froin 
the railway company than is given to 
their followers to-day, but general cond}- 
tions of life were much easier then than 
now; passenvers had not to be carried in 
such large numbers, and the company were 
seeking to create a trafhc that they now 
strive to hold. The subscribers had, in 
addition to ‘‘the free use of the Com- 
pany’s Cold Sea Bathing Places, on week 
days only (the italics are mine) the 
privilege of travelling to any station 
beyond their contract, and, for the return 
journey, of obtaining « ticket at one-half 
of the usual rates’’; they seem to have 
also enjoyed certain concessions in the 
matter of carriage and delivery of luggage 
and parcels that were not extended to the 
ordinary passengers, as their tickets re- 
ferred them to the schedule of special 
charges, but the company did not hold 
itself responsible for any property unless 
it was “ entered and paid for.” 


Dr. Lucy E. Smith. 


In the death of Dr. Lucy Eleanor 
Smith, one of Cork’s best known medical 
practitioners has been removed. A splendid 
personality, Dr. Smith was characterised 
by a sympathetic and lovable disposition 
and never wearied of well doing. Women 
and children were her special care. She 
enjoyed a very large practice, and 
travelled extensively through the city on a 
motor bicycle. Dr. Smith, who was 
educated at the Royal University of Ire 
land, obtained the M.B. and B.S. degrees 
in 1898 and the M.D. degree in 1902. She 
also held the Diploma in Public Health. 
The death of Dr. Smith has created feel- 


ings of deep regret in her native city of 
Cork.

| An Embarkation Cragedy. 


Your recent referenc> concerning the 
“Wild Geese '” reminds me, writes a cor- 
respondent, of the tragic scenes which took 
place on the embarkation of those brave 
exiles at Cork. 

After the Treaty of Limerick some 
12,000 of the Irish troops elected to fol- 
low Sarsfield to France, and it was under- 
stood that their families ‘ould be allowed 
to accompany the soldiers. The men were 
taken ¢.. board first. Then for some reason 
or other, many of the women rushed into 
the water, and seized hold of the boats 
as they were goin” out to the ships. Some 
of them lost their hold and were drowned, 
while others had their fingers cut off, and 
also perished in the waves. 

The tragedy deeply move 1 the spectators, 
and added additional gloom to the sorrow- 
ful parting. It is thought that the catas- 
trophe was due to the women fearing that 
they would be left bebind. Macaulay 
states tuat Sarsfield was unable to pro- 
vide sufficient vessels for the exiles. but 
Mitchel, on the other hand, lays the blame 
on Ginkell, who, he alleges, provided a 
limited number of ships to prevent the 
departure of the women and children, in 
the hope that by’ this means many of the 
soldiers would refrain from entering the 
service of France.

The Bray Coach. 


Your recent reference concerning coach- 
ing in the South reminds me of the 
romance of the Bray road im the good old 
days, writes a correspondent. 

Towards the end of the eighteenth 
century Bray received no less than three 
posts 4 week, because it was on the route of 
the Wicklow and Wexfor: mail coaches. 
Delgany and KEnniskerry, being off the 
beaten track, had no post. 

For many years the coach stopped at an 
inn in Little Bray, kept by one Sherman, 
and a link with the past remains in the 
house known as ‘‘ The Coach and Horses,”’ 
which is a familiar sight to all frequenters 
of the road to-day. 

The Bray people did not use the coach 
to any extent, as an omnibus carried 
passengers to the metropolis for a shilling, 
with no extra charge for luggage, and this 
service was greatly patronised by the local 
matrons, who were every bit as keen to 
have a day’s bargain-hunting in Dublin as 
their descendants. 

Local gentlemen drove or rode their own 
horses to the city, and generally kept an 
establishment in the metropolis, as well as 
their country residence. Grattan, Plunket, 
and other famous Bray men traversed the 
long white road, passing, no doubt, the 
worthy Miles and his omnibus of beauty 
at the gallop, and preparing orations as 
they went to sway the minds of their 
countrymen. 

To-day the high road is given over to the 
“ speed fiend,’’ and al) the wayfarer yains 
is a mouthful of dust and an appalling 
gasoline scent, which sometimes makes us 
wish that Miles and his omnibus were still 
on the road,

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THE PHILOSOPHY OF 
ABSOLUTE. 


HEGEL AND THE MODERNS. 


i apmcarth recent years mathematics and 

mathematical physics have exhibited 
philosophical, and even metaphysicial, 
tendencies to a very unwonted extent. 
The various modern schools of philosophy, 
on their side, have exhibited for the most 
part a very definite orientation in the 
direction of science. This, however. has 
not resulted in bringing modern science 
and modern philosophy more closely into 
touch; for the problems of a _ philo- 
sophical or metaphysical character in 
which the mathematical sciences are now 
finding themselves involved are not the 
problems which have mostly been engaging 
the attention of philosophical schcols in 
recent years. Much rather are they the 
problems which, to the philosophers of a 
century ago, seemed of fundamental im- 

rtance, but which modern philosophers 
hee shown: a tendency .to ignore, pro- 
bably for no better reason than that they 
saw no meats of adding anything to their 
solution. 

From Descartes to Hegel there seemed 
to have been a steady “advance, notwith- 
standing many moves to the right and to 
the left, towards absolute idealism, and 
on absolute idealism philosophy seemed 
to have said its last word. Hence it 's 
that the philosophical tendencies of 
modern mathematical science have led to 
a considerable revival of interest in 
Hegel. This does not mean that the 
scientists themselves appear to be 
taking’ to the study of the older 
German philosophers, though  Pro- 
fessor Eddington in his recent work 
“The Nature of the Physical World,” 
does condescend to reier with approval to 
a passage in Hegel as to the free motion 
of the stars. It is rather that students 
of philosophy, taking up almost any of 
the more important works dealing with 
the tendencies of modern physics, tind pas- 
sage alter passage that might be inserted 
as useful footnotes to passages in Kant 
or Hegel. Thus, in the very first para- 
graph of Einstein's popular exposition «i 
his theory of Relativity, Einstein refers 
to Euclid’s propositions, and suggests to 
the reader the question: '' What, then, 
do you mean by the assertion that these 
propositions are true?” We are reminded 
that the fundamental question in Hegel's 
philosophy is: “ What do we mean by say- 
ing that an. ..zing is true?” So there is 
agreement as to the supreme importance of 
the critical question. It is, in fact, agree- 
ment as to the necessity for a thorough- 
going critical examination of fundamental 
conceptions that brings modern physical 
science into contact with the German 
idealists. 
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Professor in his illuminating 
Introduction, the method pur- 
sued by Heel im his quest for what con- 
stitutes the highest truth—the truth, that 
is, that has surmounted every subjective 
limitation ; the truth that has finally got 
home. Fichte’s method, he says, might 
be called one of construction; Hegel's one 
of reconstruction. “That is to say, every 
step in Fichte’s system is an advance to 
further superstructures of thought, all el 
which rest upon the initial term of the 
method as foundation; every step in 
Hegel’s is a retreat towards the primary 
and fundamental truth that is in reality 
the basis of the stages that precede it. 
With just such a 
criminal construct a crime and a detec- 
tive reconstruct it.” This lucid statement 
should do much to remove some generally 
prevalent misconceptions as to the 
correct interpretation of Hegel's logic. 
Many of the criticisms that used to be 
directed against Hegel undoubtedly pro- 
ceeded on the assumption that he was the 
criminal and not the detective. Once it 
is understood that Heyel’s object was not 
to evolve the absolute idea out of the 
mere notion of being in general, as a 
chicken might be hatched from an egg, 
the whole process of the logic becomes 
more intelligible. Imperfect aspects of 
the truth are criticised and forced to give 
way to more adequate conceptions until 
the idea emerges in periect freedom as 
the absolute idea, standing above al] 
criticism as the truth which all the 
criticism implied. 

There is also a prevalent misconcep- 
tion that the absolute as conceived by 
Hegel is excluded from a system of 
thoreughgoing relativity. Professor 
Macran insists that it is only in such a 
system of relativity that the absolute is 
to be found in its perfect truth. It is, 
therefore, quite in accordance with the 
teaching of Hegel that it should be from 
the development and working out of the 
theory of relativity that the notion of an 
absolute has once again come into pro- 
minence. No doubt, scientists are generally 
careful to point out that when they speak 
of an absolute they and philosophers are 
probably speaking at cross purposes. In- 
deed, so far as they appear to have anv 
grasp of what Hegel meant by the abso- 
lute idea, they seem anxious to insist 
that they know nothing of, and are not 
concerned with, such an absolute. But 
Hezel himself would not expect the abso- 
lute idea to come within the purview, for 
instance, of the quantum theory, for the 
simple reason that it is a mere quantum

A philosophy that leaves in anv respect 
to the fact the nature of a datum some- 
thing found but not anticipatec by reason, 
is putting us off with a principle that 
does not explain, a ground that does not 
produce, and a truth that is only a partial 
aspect.” The extent to which modern 
scence can content itself with the 
acceptance of mere viven facts as 
ultimate may be appreciated from the 
observation of Professor Eddington: 
‘* Perhaps, our ‘

BRICKS AND MASONRY. 
CENSUS OF PRODUCTION, 

A preliminary report issued by the Free 
Stave Department a Industry and Commerce 
on the census of production in relation io the 
mavufaciure for sale of bricks, monumental 
masonry, and other building materials, shows 
that 9.504.000 bricks were made by 75 con- 
cerns in the Free State during the year 1926, 
their value being £55,496. Of monumental 
and architectural stones, there were 2,097 
tons, valued at £53,110. and the value of 
fibrous plaster roofing felt, etc., was £22,875. 
The amount needed for contract. and job 
werk done was £80,535, the total value of 
gocds made and werk done being £196,014. 
The net output of the 75 concerns amounted 
to £141,171. 

The total amounts paid in salaries and 
wages in 1926 by the 75 concerns in connec- 
tion with the output were: Salaries, £8.207; 
wages and earnings, £87.795. The remainder 
of the net output amounted to £45,069, 
making a tola! net output of £141,171. 

The total number of persons engaged in 
the 75 establishments on the 16th October, 
1926, was 64 males under eighteen, and 697 
over eighteen; two females under eighteen 
and 29 females over 18 vears of age.

MANY NAMES MISSING. 


An angry scene developed at the Revision 
Sessions in Derry when complaints, which 
were made by both Nationalist and Unionist 

ents during the sessions, of omissions from 
the lists of names returned by the rate col- 
lectors led to the appearance at Thursday's 
a of Mr. R. E. Waller, ex-rate col- 
ector, and a number of his assistants. 

The agents alleged that the rate collectors 
had failed to carry out a house-to-house 
inspection in accordance with instructions 
issued by the registration officer (Mr. Alfred 
Moore ~ emer te the Town Clerk (Sir Henry 
Miller), and that im cases where the dis- 
tributed forms were not returned the names 
were struck off the register by the rate col- 
lectors. 

Mr. Waller was questioned by Mr. Irwin, 
one of the Unionist agents, and maintained 
that a house-to-house inspection had been 
made by kis men. 

Mr. Irwin contended that there had not, 
and a heated argument ensued. 

Mr. Waller jumped to his feet, and, ad- 
dressing Mr. Irwin, declared: ‘‘ You are a 
liar; there has been a house-to-house inspec- 
tion carried out.’ 

“ I am no. ar,” 


retorted Mr. Irwin. 

Mr. Gallagher, one of the Nationalist 
agents, here intervened, and advised the 
parties to discuss the matter in a calmer 
atmosphere.

The annual conference of the Irish Union 
of Distributive Workers and Clerks will be 
held jin Jury's Hotel, Dublin, to-morrow and 
next Monday. 

The twenty-seventh annual report to be 
submitted states that the development af 
read motor transport has brought the larger 
centres within easy reach of the most remote 
districts in the country, and the multiplica- 
tion of protective tariffs has gained for the 
seaport town an ascendancy over the inland 
centre that is believed to be permanent. 

The small trader in an inland town, states 
the report, cannot economically buy direct 
from the foreign manufacturers to-day, In 
the first place, he has no adequate machinery 
fc: clearing his goods at the port ef entry, 
and, in the second place, the prompt pay- 
ment of duty, often amounting to twenty 
per cent. on the cost price of his purchase, 
is beyond the capacity of the trader whose 
business depends for its existence on three 
or six months’ credit on the part of the 
mauufacturer. 

The small businesses in the provincial 
towns served a purpose up to a point. Being 
owned for the most part by people with 
local associations and local influence, they 
provided a rallying centre for the country- 
side; they afforded credit to the neighbour- 
ing farmer when he needed it; they traded 
with him as buyers as well as sellers, and, so 
long as the town and country were agreed on 
one ultimate political objective, the local 
trader was the inevitable leader of every 
popular movement. 

CHANGED PROVINCIAL TOWNS. 

The need for credit is not so great as it was 
formerly, and in any event the local trader 
can no longer afford to render it; the political 
objective town and country is no longer iden- 
tical, and, above all, the trading classes that 
are vocal seem to have very little capacity for 
light or leading. Their influence has waned, 
and they can only command patronage so Jong 
as the service they render is equal to that of 
their more opulent city competitors. 

The report states that in decay the small 
towns are an eyesore, and comments on the 
fact that the local shopkeeper ‘seemed to 
deprecate his position. His children, that 
should have learned a craft or gone into trade, 
were seut to universities to be prepared for 
professions already overcrowded. The loca! 
trader, too, instead of fostering local indus- 
tries with his money, invested it abroad. 

“ There is yet time,” the report adds, “ to 
save the towns of this country if those whose 
duty it is to regenerate them seize their 
opportunity.” 

EDUCATION FOR COMMERCE. 

[n our view (the report continues) the hope 
for the future lies in a sound education sys- 
tem for our young people. Our young people 
must have their education directed to fitting 
them for the career they are destined for. ‘The 
beginning must be made in the elementary 
school ; teachers and others should be encour- 
aged to give the child a vocational bias when 
he reaches the thirteenth year; information 
should be available to every teacher that will 
enable him advise the pupil in regard to ans 
po mg he desires to follow, and care 
should be exercised in preventing young Loys 
and girls from crowding into overcrowded 
erm.ployments. 

0-day, it is pointed out, hundreds of voung 
people are becoming apprenticed in commer 
clai establishments that offer no outlet for 
future employment, and the report lays stress 
ou the small wages paid after apprenticeship 
~-women aged twenty-five with only twenty- 
five shillings a week and men of mature age 
with a Maximum wage of fifty shillings a week 
or Jess : 

It is insisted that unless the young people 
entering commercial life are equipped with 
special qualifications which will turn them 
out an asset rather than a liability in the 
commercial world, this country” will be 
heavily handicapped on the economic field. 

THE TECHNICAL SCHOOLS. 

Many valvable suggestions towards this 
end, it is admitted, are contained in the 
very excellent report of the Committee on 
Technical Education, published more than a 
year ago, but it is pointed out: that so far 
no steps have been taken to five them effect. 
Certain Technical School Committees are 
fuily alive to the need for action in this 
matter, more especially the Dublin Com- 
mittee, but even here, we fear. the question 
is being approached from the wrong end. 

“ We suggest that no useful purpose will 
be served by the Technical Schools accept- 
ing young people ad hoc tor the purpose «t 
being trained in a particular branch of 
industry or commerce before the ground is 
adequately surveyed and the requirements of 
that special department clearly understood. 
Under existing circumstances we have certain 
specialised training, but no survey of the 
needs of industry or commerce.” 

VIEWS ON. PROTECTION. 

“ Protection v. Free Trade,” says the 
report, ‘‘is no longer a political issue in 
this country; every political party in. the 
State with any prospect of substantial popu- 
Jar support faveurs the policy of protéctive 
tariffs, 

“ The trading community do not, generalls 
speaking, like tariffs, but very many traders 
are convinced that without them the urban 
population must dwindle, and that, dis- 
tasteful as is the tariff wall, it must be 
endured to enable the country to get a num- 
ber of essential industries on their feet. 

““ At the same time, tarif*- are a hindrance 
to the free flow of commerce, and each new 
addition to the fist of protected commodities 
further increases the difficulties of distribu- 
tion. 

“ During the year representatives of the 
Union collaborated with other interests in 
making representations to the responsible 
authorities with a view to securing the relaxa- 
tion of restrictions on commodities such as 
felt hoods, straw shapes, etc., which are in 
this country the raw material of the millinery 
business, and which ®nnot be produced here. 

“We take the view that, if small scale 
industries in this country are worthy of pro- 
tection, they should be first of all organised 
on a scientific basis, and, secondly, that un- 
fair competition from outside should be 
guarded against by the positive prohibition 
of all competitive goods produced under un- 
fair conditions. This country must then 
decide for itself what it considers ‘ unfair 
conditions.’ In this connection we believe 
that in retail distribution unfair competition 
exists on the part of foreign-owned shops. 

‘*We camnot see any valid objection to the 
enactment of legislation in this country that 
would prohibit important branches of trade 
and commerce being controlled by foreign 
interests.”’ 

The report goes on to state that during the 
vear 1,466 new members were enrolled and 
1,578 members lapsed, leaving the member- 
ship at the -end of 1928 thus—Men, 3,571; 
women, 2,746—total, 6,517. Branches of the 
union were formed in Cork, Limerick, Tralee. 
Ballina and Clonmel. The total income of 
the union was £10,391 17s. 1d., or £480 less 
than the previous year. 


FREE STATE LIVE STOCK, 


HEALTHY CONDITIONS. 


The only returns under the Diseases of 
Animals Acts for the week ended 23rd March 
in the Iris: Free State were the slaughter 
of four pigs in the Borough of Dublin and 
ene in the Borough of Cork as diseased or 
suspected of being infected with swine fever. 
There were no outbreaks of any kind. 

Vor the twelve weeks ended 23rd March, 
the returns m this connection comprised 15 
outbreaks. of parasitic mange, of sheep 
scab, und seven ol swine fever, 89 pigs being 
slaughtered. 

In 1928, ‘or ithe corresponding period there 
was one case of anthrax reported, three of 
foot-rnd-mouth disease, unvolving 32 animals ; 
13 of parasitic mange, 45 of sheep scab and 
27 of swine fever, 200 pigs being slaughtered 
as diseased.

There was one un- 
doubted advantage that attached to the dio 
cesan system, from the lack of which the 
presbyterial suffered, and that was the con- 
tinuity secured by the hfe appointment to 
titular positions of influence of carefully 
selected men who permanently represented 
the Church to its own membership, and be- 
fore the Christian community. These men 
were well known and were recognised by all 
as occupying a representative position which 
could not be ignored without putting upon 
the Church which they represented such a 
slight as would be universally condemned as 
an anachronism. Evervone was famaliar 
with the name of the Protestant Bishop of 
the local diocese, which consisted chiefly of 
the City of Belfast.

The English Theatre. 


In these days the theatre is taken 
rather seriously—perhaps, because rival 
forms of amusement are so frivolous. It 
tries to solve ‘‘ problems ” and it claims 
to represent liie. A generation ago 
ievue was unknown and dialogue seldom 
was enlivened by troops of dancers, leap- 
ing across the stage. Nothing then could 
be imagined which was more frivolous 
than a play. Patrons of the theatre could 
not be denounced as “ high-brows.’’ They 
went to the theatre solely for enjoyment. 
Few of the plays that they enjoyed have 
survived the test of time, but will the 
majority of modern plays meet with a 
better fate? Sir Arthur Pinero has re- 
called “the theatre of the ‘seventies’’ in 
an address to the Royal Society of Litera- 
ture. “‘It was a simpler theatre then,” 
he said. “Though its drama had a 
smaller relation to facts than ours has, it 
was less pretentious; and, as it had less 
freedom, its practitioners made less 
clamour. Nowadays, when successful 
actors in London earn such high salaries, 
it is startling to hear of the rates which 
were paid filty years ago. ‘‘Star’’ actors 
seldom received more than £20 a week. 
“To-day that salary is paid to a 
subordinate actor for speaking twenty 
lines.’ As for the playwright, £3 a per- 
formance was the usual fee in the 
‘seventies. “Since then,” Sir Arthur 
Pinero remarked, “dramatists have 
become more exacting.” Our most suc- 
cessful playwrights to-day are almost as 
wealthy as the hero of a novel by Mr. 
Arnold Bennett. Ibsen has supplanted 
the author of “ Apple Blossoms” and 
“Forgiven.’” The» Abbey Theatre has 
out-moded Boucicault, and Mr. George 
Bernard Shaw has taken up his residenve 
in London. The drama may be more in- 
teresting, more closely-‘in touch with the 
realities of life, and more favourable to 
experiment now than it was fifty years 
ago.

Easter Weather. 


March is passing, and people who are 
fair-minded enough to remember good 
weather as well as bad will be grateful 
for a month of sunshine. The winter in 
every part of “Europe was one " of 
uncommon severity, but it has been 
followed by summer-:like days, when, but 
for the unpleasant morning fogs, we 
should imagine a revolution of the 
seasons. Easter holiday-makers are lucky. 
This assertion may be made with some - 
confidence; for the “ large and powerful 
anti-cyclone ” which is ccntred over these 
islands shows no signs of departure. It, 
is quite ‘possible—although weather pre- 
diction is perilous—that new “records ”’ 
for temperature may be established 
during the coming week. Notwithstand- 
ing wide variations in the date, the 
Easter season for the past twenty-five 
vears has been consistently fine. Observa- 
tions which were taken at Kew show 
that Good Friday has brought rain only 
the war, and that Easter 
not been without sunshine 
since 1903. At no period since 1839 
when Easter Sunday fell in March, have 
such high temperatures been recorded on 
the preceding days as in the present year. 
Men discard their overcoats as “ winter 
weeds outworn.’” and everybody, who 
can manage it conveniently, hastens away 
from towns to green fields and seashore. 
It seems to be a pity that custom does not 
permit a larger number of people to take 
their annual “holidays in the spring. The 
country then has a freshness and charm 
of which not all the pomp of 
summer can surpass. Hotels and railway 
trains are less crowded than in the late 
and early autumn; cottages and 
‘with a view’’ are found more 
easily. DPerhaps,. to city-dwellers, how- 
ever, the secret of a spring holiday lies in 
its essential shortness.

London has been soaked in sunshine for 
two days, the heat yesterday being extra- 
ordinary for the time of year.

NORECONSTRUCTION 


STRANGE SILENCE IN 
THE DALL.

When Dail Eireann resumes. on April 
10th, after the Easter recess, one of the 
rst measures down for consideration is 
the 1929 Housing Bill. which provides 
000 as a contribution, by way of 
grants, for the building of new houses. 

Four housing Acts already have been 
passed by President Cosgrave’s Ad- 
ministration, and with the present bil! 
£1,150,000 will have been provided for 
housing schemes in the State. 

The Acts of 1924, 1925, 1926 and 1928 
contained reconstruction. clauses which 
were the means of erecting no less than 
eight hundred comfortable dwellings, but, 
for some reason or other, such a clause 
has been omitted from this year’s bill. 


SILENT DAIL MEMBERS. 

On the second reading of the bill before 
the recess the main exception taken to its 
provisions was that they did not provide 
more. financial. aid for the construction of 
new houses. With the exception of two 
Government members, Messrs. John Daly 
(East Cork) and Broderick (Galway), not 
a single reference to, or a demand for, the 
continuation of a _ reconstruction..clause 
was made. 

These two deputies stresséd the. im- 
portance of having such a clause in the 
present bill, and gave instances of the 
great aid which such a clause in previous 
bills had given, at very little cost to the 
State, in providing many healthy 
dwellings in cities and urban districts; 
but the omission did not call forth 
any serious comment from the remainder 
of the deputies. ! 


A VALUABLE CLAUSE. 

‘Under these clauses local authorities 
wére enabled to reconstruct evacuated 
military barracks and other | disused 
buildings; so they provided decent 
dwellings. 

Though fewer people availed themselves 
of the free grant for reconstruction than 
might have been expected, their failure to 
do so, it is stated, was due to the clause 
, being more or less overshadowed by the 
main purpose of the Acts—providing 
grants for new houses—and if it had been 
more widely known, a great many more 
would have sought this financial aid. 

The clause applied to towns with a 
population of over five hundred persons, 
and it is difficult to see why such a valu- 
able proviso should be- omitted from the 
present bill, in view of the fact that for 
a much lesser sum than the grants made

GOVERNMENT BILL 
ADOPTED. 


PROPOSED AMERICAN 
DUTY ON CURED FISH. 


BLOW TO AN IRISH 
- INDUSTRY. 


The announcement of a proposed duty of 
five cents per pound on all cured fish brought 
into the United Siates is creating alarm 
among Scotch and Irish fish-curers. 

The tax would aggregate 50s. on every 
barrel of cured herrings or mackerel exported 
lo the United States and would speedily kill 
this trade with America. 


It would materially. affect .the. Donegal, 


coast ‘autumn herring fishing, - where fish 
are specially prepared for* the American 
market, and have a ruinous effect on South- 
West Irish mackerel curing, which largely 
depends on the American trade. 

It is stated that the tax is being considered 
by the Ways and Means Committee of the 
American Legislature, but before any tax 
has been decided evidence can be personally 
given by exporters against the proposed 
embargo.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 


TSINANFU SETTLEMENT. 
NANKING, Thursday. 

It is officially announced that the terms 
of the Sino-Japanese agreement, settling 
the Tsinanfu incident, are as follows :— 

1. Within two. months after the signa- 
ture of the agreement—which actually 
took place here to-day—the Japanese 
Government shall withdraw all the 
Japanese troops from Shantung. ‘The 
national Government, atter their with- 
drawal], shall bear full responsibility for 
protecting all Japanese lives and property 
in China, as it has repeatedly declared 
that it holds itself responsible, according 
to international law, for the adequate pro- 
tection of all foreigners. oF 

2.—A Sino-Japanese Joint Commission, 
consisting of an equal number oof 
Chinese and Japanese Commissioners, 
shall be established for the investigation 
and adjudication of the question of losses 
sustained by both couniries due to the 
Tsinanfu incident. 

3.—In view of the existing friendship 
between the two peoples, the Chinese and 
Japanese Governments deplore extremely 
the unfortunate incident of May 3rd last 
year., The Chinese and Japanese Govern- 
ments and people sincerely hope for an 
improvement in Sino-Japanese relations. 
In order to achieve this end, they regard 
the unhappy feeling resulting from the 
Tsinanfu incident as past, and hereby 
make this declaration. - 7 

The agreement consists of four docu- 
ments—namely, Notes exchanged-between 
Dr. Wang, the Nationalist. Foreign 
Minister, and Mr. Yoshizawa, the 
Japanese Ambassador, a protocol, and a 
declaration. 


‘CITIZENS OF MONACO TO 
APPEAL TO FRANCE.

NICE, Friday. 

Prince Louis of, Monaco last night called 
a special meeting of the townspeople, at 
which he was represented by his son-in- 
law, Prince Pierre, who. informed the 
meeting that, ‘‘ finding they were unable 
to work together in harmony, Prince Louis 
had decided to disband ithe present Com- 
mission.’’ 

This leaves. the townspeople of. Monaco 
without any yoice in. the affairs of the 
Government, and leaves M. Rene Leon, 
the present director of the Casino, absolute 
dictator of the tiny Principality 

The citizens of Monaco have decided to 
call on France for assistance. 3 

Owing to popular discontent “with the 
controt of the public services in Monaco by 
the Casino group, the National Council of 
Monaco recently resigned. The electors of 
Monaco also called upon Prince. Louis to 
resign. Prince Pierre, acting for his father- 
in-law, then appointed a special Commission 
to study political and economic questions.

In the absence of official information 
regarding the pending negotiations in 
Europe for the acquisition of Radio Com- 
munications, Limited, by the Interna 
tional Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
a good deal of interest was taken in Wall 
street in the annual report of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, issued to-day, 
in which Mr. Newcomb Carlton, the pre- 
sident, declares in favour of wires in 
preference to the air as a means of com- 
munication. | 

It will be remembered that the nego- 
tiations between the Western Union Com- 
pany and the Radio Corporation, with a 
view to the amalgamation of their busi- 
ness, were understood to have come to a 
halt partly because of the law which 
forbids such mergers.

Mr. Carlton 
declares that the company is waiting with 
an open mind for a demonstration of a 
comprehensive system by radio.

Passengers waiting at East Ham 
Station last night for the 10.50 p.m. train 
from there to St. Pancras had an alarm- 
ing experience.

_ According to the informant of Teuter’s 
Correspondent, it will be impossible to prove 
the existence of a conspiracy on the strength 
of this statement unsupported by other evi- 
dence, and the Government has thus so far 
been unable to produce such other evidence. 

At the same time, officials seem to think 
that they will have no difficulty in exonerat- 
ing the coastguards for their hasty action in 
sinking the British ‘‘ rum-runner.”’ 

COASTGUARDS’ STATEMENT.

She had had a 
certain amount of success as the result of 
these letters. It was, she added, the 
statutory right of every individual who was 
In great need to go to the relieving officer. 
sle was the person to whom destitute persons 
must go to inake known ‘their condition, 
and that was why she felt so very strongly 
about applications being turned down with- 
wut peing referred to the Commissioners. 

A QUESTION OF LAW.

COMMISSIONERS’ ARRANGEMENTS, 

Mr. Lavery pointed out what had been 
doze by the Commissioners m providing relief 
works to relieve destituiion, and in making 
arrangsmeuts the distribution of relief 
through the St Vincent de Paul Society to 
who were not eligible lor statutory 
outdoor relief, and said that the present 
system of outdoor relief had the authority 
of the Commissioners. and the relieving ofh 
cers had the support of the Commissioners 
in the course that @hey pursued. Barrett 
actually had heen relieved by the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society out of the union 
unds. 

Having veferred to the three ot 
persons entitled to the statutory outdoor re- 
lief, Mr. Lavery said that the duty of the 
relieving officers was to determine whether en 
applicant was eligible for that relief or not. 
The duty of a relieving officer was to in 
quire into the circumstances of a case to 
such an extent as would enable him to ascer- 
tain definitely whether the applicant could 
be given outdoor relief, and he was not 
bound, having definitely ascertained one cir- 
cumstance eliminating the applicant from 
uny of the three eligible classes to proceed 
with futher inquirv. This man, Barreti, 
repesented himself as being able-bodied, an“! 
able to work, and attributed his destitution 
to being unable to get work. He accepted 
the relieving officer’s direction to apply to 
the union work, and informed him that 
he had made such application. Counsel 
futher submitted that these proceedings were 
not the proceedings that were contemplated 
or justified by Section 102 of the Poor Re- 
lief Act of 1838, and that no charge lay 
against the relieving officer under Section 
100 for failing to discharge his duties. He 
relied, in the iast place, on Section 86 of the 
Local Government Act, which repealed by 
necessary implication any generality in the 
terms Section 102. 

Mr. Burne having replied, 

JUSTICE’S DECISION. 

Mr. Collins, giving judgment, held that 
there was a clear breach of the regulations 
in this case, and that it was not for a relhev 
ing officer te decide in such cases who was 
eligible and who was ineligible. It was the 
duty of the relieving officers te inquire inte 
each case, and report the result of the in- 
quiries made to the Commissioners, who 
were the body to make the decision whether 
case was eligible or ineligible. He imposed 
fine of £1 in this case, and allowed the 
plaintiff costs. 
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SECOND CASE. 

In a second case, which had also been 
listed for hearing, Mrs. Anne Morris, of cl 
' Block, Keogh square, wife of a 
labourer, with three children, summoned Re- 
lieviug Officer J. Fannan fer an alleged 
similar offence. It was stated that there 
were ejectment proceedings for non-payment 
oft reit. . 

After some discussion, 

Mr. Collins adjourned the hearing of that 
ease till the 4th of April.

MOTHER AND DAUGHTER

iy is understood that the Northern 

Parliamentary elections will take 
place before those for the Imperial House 
of Commons, as was suggested in this 
column some time ago, the Wnhionist 
electoral machine being perfect, while the 
opposing sections are not so well equipped 
in that respect. Many candidates Ma 
already been selected, and several Cabinet 
Ministers will be opposed by Independent 
Unionists. These contests will cause keen 
interest, particularly in South Belfast. 
where Mr, Moles, Deputy Speaker, is to 
be challenged by Mr. W. K. Gibson, a 
well-known Unionist: and in Victoria 
division, in which Sir Dawson Bates. 
Minister of Home Affairs, will have Mr. 
W. Crawford, an omnibus proprietor, as 
his opponent. There are forty-eight con- 
stituencies in the province, together with 
the four representatives for the UWniver- 
sity, but while the various interests are 
being actively advocated, there are as 
yet no signs of electoral fever. A confev- 
ence of the Temperance Party is to be 
held in Belfast to-day, when the question 
of nominating candidates will be con- 
sidered and a plan of campaign arranged. 
The Liberal Party appears to have faded 
from the picture, but the Labour repre- 
sentatives are out to improve their posi- 
tion. It is expected that there will be 
some surprises when the results of the 
poll are declared, and not all on the ono 
side. 


NATIONALISTS’ POOR BOAST. 


The Irish linen industry has been 
declining. for several years, and at present 
the outlook is very discouraging, although 
there are occasional gleams of hope. Its 
continued depression has been the cause 
of much distress, and in tite opinion of 
British statesmen the volume of unein- 
ployment in the North of Ireland is 
permanent. In these disquieting cirewm- 
stances everything possible should be 
done to improve conditions and give the 
trade what the Americans describe as a 
‘boost up,” so that all may benefit by 
increased business. In the consideration 
of such a case the prejudices of politics 
should not be permitted to enter. Yet 
Nationalist politicians of the North have 
boasted that Irish linen is being boycotted 
in the United States because of party 
propaganda, and some of them at least 
seem to rejoice at what they believe to be 
the success of their campaign. 

In the Northern House of Commons this 
week Mr. Cahir Healy, one of the 
Nationalist members for Tyrone and Fer- 
managh, made a significant reference to 
this subject. During the course of debate 
he commented upon the crusade to sell 
linen in America, towards the expense of 
which the Government contributes about 
£10,000 per year, and said that the 
organisation for which he stood had sent 
the story of the Government’s treatment 
of the Nationalist minority to America, 
referring particularly to an article which 
he, himself, had contributed to a popular 
journal in the United States under the 
heading of “ How the Nationalists in the 
North Fare.” He went on to say that 
they had dozens of these things in 
America, adding that, as his party could 
not get justice, the North would have to 
“ pay the piper.”’ even although it was 
possible that some innocent people might 
suffer. It is to be hoped that the thou- 
sands of unfortunate Nationalists who are 
unemployed will reflect on Mr. Healy’s 
statement.

Everyone has heard of the man who 
cur off his nose to spite his face, but in 
this particular case the politicians appear 
to be cutting the noses off other people 
who are the helpless victims of depression 
in industry. If the Nationalist repre- 
sentatives cannot produce a worthicr 
policy than that, they should either keep 
silent about it ov make way for others 
who can. They evidently do not under- 
stand the tragedy of an empty larder in 
the home. Who it that “pays the 
piper.” and who are the innocents who 
may be called on to suffer? Certainly 
they do not include the politicians who, 
in addition to what they get for their 
other .jobs, are drawing their parliamen- 
tary salaries and are unaffected by the 
spectre of want. | 

A prominent Belfast public representative 
and business man informed your corre- 
spondent yesterday that he had made a 
tour of the poorer districts in his con- 
stituency, and found a state of affairs which, 
he said, was heartrending. He came in con- 
tact with crowds of young fellows who had 
never yet had a job, and whose thin faces 
and poor physique were eloquent of semi- 
starvation. The flotsam and jetsam of 
unemployment form, perhaps, the saddest 
commentary on the social eonditions of a 
great city, and the only remedy Is work ; 
but the authorities move slowly in finding 
a solution for a pressing national problem.

STREET TRADERS AND HAWKERS. 


The street dealer is common to all great. 


cities. and, although apt to be become a 
nuisance at times, he serves a useful 
purpose in the community, Of course, he 
is not welcome everywhere. His calling 
is viewed with hostility by the legitimate 
trader who has rent, rates and taxes to 
pay; but similar conditions have always 
existed, and there is room for the humble 
trundler of the barrow and the hawker 
from door to door. The numbers of the 
‘profession,’ however, have greatly in- 
creased within the past few years owing 
to the scarcity of employment ; and young 
lads, ex-Service men and married couples 
with children may be seen wandering Irom 
house to house with cheap soaps, stationery 
and such like odds and ends for sale, so 
that they may earn a_precarious living 


| until better times come round once more. 

No one objects to them. 

On the other hand, there are the 
affluent “cheap-jacks’’ who invade country 
towns and villages on market days, set up 
their booths cheek by jowl with the shops, 
and then, when the day is over, like the 
Arab, they fold up their tents and fade 
away. In such cases sympatiy must be 
with the local shopkeepers. With a view 
to regulate this form of trading, a bill 
has been vicaght before the Northern 
House of Commons, and some of its pro- 
visions are opposed by the Market and 
Street Traders’ Union as injurious and 
likely to inflict great hardship upon this 
class of worker. Particular objection is 
taken to the proposed method of licensing, 
and it is pointed out that separate licences 
and a restricted classification of wares 
are decidedly unjust. The leaders of the 
Union appeal for a general licence and a 
wider classification, which would .enable 
market traders to possess a variety of 
lines to their advantage. 
Home Affairs is sympathetic towards their 
claims, and, no doubt. they will receive 
careful considération. 


SUGGESTIONS TO PRESBYTERIANS. 


The statement made a couple of days 
ago by the Rev. Dr. John Pollock, of St. 
Knoch’s, Belfast, the largest Presbyterian 
church on this side of the Atlantic. re- 
garding the status of the Presbyterian 
Church as compared with the Church oi 
Ireland, has caused a vood deal of 
comment throughout the province. Dr. 
Pollock is of opinion that the diocesan 
system has certain advantages over the 
presbyterial. in the matter of personal 
continuity of leadership, and points out 
that the Diocesan Bishop or Dean of the 
Cathedral takes his place —_ almost 
automatically, and sometimes er officio, on 
many of the most important public 
boards, while the Moderator of Presbytery 
—the peer of the Bishop—is never 
thought of, being known to comparatively 
few. 

[t may be called a form of “- modified 
episcopacy,”’ he said, but he thought that 
if a semi-permanent Moderator oí 
Presbytery or Synod were appointed for a 
term of ten years or mere, it would give 
their Church greater visibility and would 
go far to prevent her status from being 
regarded as inferior to that of those 
Churches which are under diocesan 
episcopacy, and from being treated with 
less respect by the civil authority. There 
is a great deal of common-sense in Dr. 
Pollock’s contention, but. as he himself 
says, it is at present outside the sphere of 
practical reform. It was even recognised. 
to a certain extent, by John Knox in bis 
lorm of Church government. In Belfast 
the Right Rev. Dr. Grierson, Bishop of 
Down, and the Verv Rev. A. R. Brett. 
Dean of the Cathedral, are the acknow- 
ledged leaders in Church affairs. carrving 
on their beneficent work for years with- 
out a breach in continuity; and Dr. 
Pollock points out that such a system has 
advantages which only very substantial 
disadvantages could outweight. 


A PUZZLED POLITICIAN. 


One can almost sympathise with 
Captain Herbert Dixon, Chief Unionist | 
Whip in the Northern House of Commons, 
in his puzzled contemplation of the 
political situation. In his review of 
current events the other dav he very natur-
